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Interesting Description of How It Was 
Made and It* Custom*. 

Many people doubtless know' that 
upon the accession of a new monarch 
to the throne of England a new seal 
la struck a.nd the old one Is cut into 
four .pieces and deposited In the Tower 
of Lpndop. In former times the frag¬ 
ments of these great seals were dis¬ 
tributed among certain poor people 
of religious houses. When Her Ma¬ 
jesty Queen Victoria ascended the 
throne of England, the late Benjamin 
Wyon. R.A., the chief engraver of Her- 
Majesty’s mint, designed the beautiful 
work of the present great Seal of Eng¬ 
land. The details of the design are: 
obverse, an equestrian figure of the 
Queen, attended by a page. Her Ma¬ 
jesty wearing over a habit a llowing 
and sumptuous robe, and a collar jf 
the Order of the Garter. In her right 
hand she bears the sceptre, and on her 
head is placed a regal tiam. The at¬ 
tendant page, with his bonnet in his 
hand, looks tipMo the Queen, w’ho Is 
gracefully restraining the Impatient 
charger, w'hich is richly decorated with 
plumes and trappings. The legend 
“Victoria Del Gratia Britanniarlum 
Regina, Fidel Defensor," is engraved 
in Gothic letters, the spaces between 
the words being filled with heraldic 
roses. The reverse side of the seal 
shows the Queen, royally robed and 
crowned, holding in her right hand 
the sceptre, and Tn her left the orb, 
seated upon a throne beneath a niched 
Gothic canopy; on each side is a fig¬ 
ure of Justice and Religion; and in the 
exergue the royal arms and crown, 
the whole encircled by a wreath or 
border ef oak and roses. 

Thr deal Itself is a silver mould in 
two parts, technically called a pair of 
dies. When an impression is to be 
taken or cast, the parts are closed to 
receive the melted wax, which Is 
poured through an opening at the top 
of the seal. A 0 each impression is at¬ 
tached to a document by a ribbon or 
slip of parchment, its enda are put 
into the seal before the wax is poured 
In, so tha£ when the bard impression 
f> taken from the dies the ribbon or 
parchment is neatly affixed to It. Tho 
impression of the seal Is six Inches in 
diameter and three-fourths of an Inch

PURCHASING ROME. 

(From Harper's Weekly.) 

It is suggested that the Roman Catholics 
of Christendom shall subscribe a billion 
dollars to buy Rome and a near-by seaport 
for the Pope. The belief is expressed that 
the Italian government might sell the pro¬ 
perty without serious detriment to its 
political integrity, and that tho money 
could be used to great advantage in reliev¬ 
ing Italy of part of the burden of her public 
debt.

But there is Con¬ 
stantinople, an excellent citv, where popes 
have lived before, full of readv-made 
churches built by Christians andnaearly 
ripe now for reconsecration. Constantin¬ 
ople seems liable to come into the market 
any day. If the Pope could buy is of the 
Sultan that wonld be a deal worth sub¬ 
scribing to, and worth turning a page of 
history to reoord.

A Wi«l« Field for Speculation-Tho Great 

Changes of the Pa ft Glanced at In 

Attempting to Forecast the Futuro of 

the Eugllsh Spoken Toague. 

What the English language has been 
In the past, and indeed how It came to 
be at all, has been made the subject 
of Innumerable treatises, and, In fact, 
of textbooks to be studied In the com¬ 
mon schools; but there remains a wide 
field for speculation as to the changes 
which the language may undergo In 
the future, sAys a writer in the Kansas 
City Star. 

It Is a reasonable supposition that 
whatever has changed may change 
further, and we all know that English 
has undergone numerous alterations. 
The Lord’s prayer In the sor^ of Eng¬ 
lish Wyclif used would undoubtedly 
bo Intelligible to heavenly ears, but 
hardly to those of a modern English- 
speaking person. We talk about the 
English of Shakespeare as being our 
own, yet some Ingenious person has 
supported the theory that the English 
of Shakespeare’s time as spoken was 
equivalent to the Irish brogue of to¬ 
day and that Hamlet’s soliloquy when 
first pronounced “In public on the 
stage" sounded as “Shamu3 O'Brien 
does now when given by the ordinary 
elocutionist. The historical theory 
underlying this is, of course, that the 
Irish continue to speak English as they 
hoard It when extensively Introduced 
In Ireland In the days of Elisabeth* 
while In England and other English- 
speaking countries it has changed lo 
the “English ns she is spoke” at pres¬ 
ent. whatever that may be. 

The English language, more espec¬ 
ially as spoken, has suffered change, 
and why should It not? An American 
grandfather and grandson seated at 
the same table do not speak the lan¬ 
guage with precise similarity, and why 
should they? The people who complain 
of the “corruption" and "p rverslon" 
of the English language, if by those 
expressions they mean Es chan??, 
murmur without sufficient cause. A 
language? is but a human Instrument 
which may be changed, amend e!, en¬ 
larged and restricted at the will o: 
these who use It in their business. 
Possibly if Chaucer could revisit tin 
earth he might pick up a volume o 
Tennyson’s poems and conclude that 
English had been mightily “perverted" 
and "corrupted" since the t : m» h 
wrote verses.

"He talks like a book," and It 
may be said that the great chnnge to 
he made In colloquial Engll«h, In 
America at least will be In the gen¬ 
eral conformation <t spoken English 
to ”book English ” The (ffect of this 
will be the gradual dying nut and loss 
of sectional and local dialects, which 
will be a loss Indeed. The world will 
be the more monotonous when tho 
man from Mnlne speaks the Eng’lsh 
language with the same pronuncia¬ 
tion and accent as the man from Ala 
bama; when the colored American 
frrm “Cherokee Ceorgia" speaks the 
same English as his brother In black 
from Pavarnah, neither of them using 
wlmt we vaguely call the “negro dia¬ 
lect” of to-day. Yet there Is reason 
to believe that such a time will cim 1 . 
and frem a very evident cause—viz 
the establishment throughout the coun 
try. and In every part and portion <>: 
It. of the same system of common 
schools. Why should not a generation 
speak alike or approximate a common 
standard which uses the same spelling 
book and reader? The "book English 
being the same throughout the United 
States, spoken English will approac 
conformity. 

The English language Is not mer'-y 
a changing language, I ut a growing 
one. Every new edition of every stan l 
aid dictionary Is proof of this. With 
the yc-ars we gather words and words 
Are ue to Infer from this that tlic

Living Itcnoath a Lake and llsstathlng 
Air Hup'tilt'd Through Mammoth Arti¬ 
ficial Water Lllllee-An Ambitious 
Hchvinu to 8ludy Wild Nature. 

The latest luxury In which million¬ 
aires may Indulge Is described by Truth 
this week. An Englishman, who has a 
lake upon his estate, recently caused 
It to be drained, and In the deepest par t 
he hnd a house built, vVhlch contains 
smoking, dining und servants’ rooitas. 
The framework of the house Is iron. 
The floor is of stone, resting upon a 
foundation of concrete. The sides amt 
roof are composed of thick plate glass. 
There Is a punsage under the water 
from the boat house to the glass hous- 
and air Is obtained through large 
clumps of artificial water lilies which 
rest upon the surface of the lake. 

It la indescribably pleasant to sit in 
one of tho rooms upon a warm day 
The air is cool; there is no sound to be 
hoard, and it la interesting to watch 
the fish swimming around, attracted 
by the glare of the electric lights.

It Is a remarkable non-conduc¬ 
tor of heat and an excellent electric 
Insulator, and* it is stated by the pro¬ 
jectors of this new enterprise that 
they have on a test succeeded in fus¬ 
ing n wise Insulated by this m.thod, 
but ;dnc(£ the Insulation surrounding 
the wire was incombustible there was 
really no place for tho fu**ed metal to 
run. and after the current was with¬ 
drawn the metal resolidified, and the 
metallic and electrical continuity of 
the wire was restored to its original 
condition. Hllex In this form is said 
to be remarkably non-hydroseoplc; 
therefore there Is no danger of the In¬ 
sulation being impaired by moisture. 


Treatment ot Itnrrr. 

Dr. Poggl, a French surgeon, hat 
found that the addition of a few tea- 
apoonfuls of potassium nitrate to a 
bath, into which the buint part is 
plunged, will quickly cause ctHsntlon 
. f tho pain. After a time the water 
becomes heated and the pain returns, 
but again subsides on the. addition of 
another quantity of salt. Professor* 
Wrgely has obtained good results by 
covering the bum parts with a paste 
pr< pared by mixing calcined magnesia 
with a certain quantity of water and 
I u’lo'vlng It to dry on tho skin, renew¬ 
ing It as soon as It becomes detached.

So 
with fruit. The one who is mulching, 
spraying, pruning and cultivating is 
ven then taking the first steps toward 
selling well. Nothing grown on the 
farm responds so readily to early 
fostering care as fruit. Berries of ull 
hinds will be larger, firmer, freer from 
Imperfections, while disease and In- 
sccts will be kept in abeyance. Apples 
will oo free from the work of thes 
codlln moth, larger and finer quality, 
and thus they sell themselves. 

Unquestionably the best market for 
grain Is the farmer's own barnyard, 
poultry yard and pig pen. AH c.reals 
ought to be thus used. Sold ox pork 
and beef, corn, wheat and other grains 
bring far more remunerative pric u . 
The profit on fowls can be safely es¬ 
timated at J00 per cent. A large Item 
<>f gain is the fertility which the keen¬ 
ing of stock leaves on the fai in. A 
farmer said to me: *’I can’t afford to 
nell corn: never «old a bushel In my 
life. I Hell pork.” 

Beef, pork and mutton must bo 
fitted for the to lling In the shortest 
possible lime. There is no margin on 
1 ng fatt oing for cattle, pigs or sheep- 
Then the c<Mt of transporting to mar¬ 
ket is very much less In this compact 
r> rm than in the whole cciuul.

Economy in poultry raiding should 
cover not only economy of food uttd of- 
cash outlay, says u writer in Farm 
i’oultry, but equally important, econ¬ 
omy of time. 

J’o illustrate: My hcnr.i rii-s and 
yards arc quite a distance from my 
In use, being f:o*tlu*r up the hili, which 
give* ft#n»y place its nani * of Hlt’sl !- 
raneli. living a ilrnt believer in lots oi 
exercise for all classes of fowls I like 
mine to get out on the run? early and 
p\it in a good half hour’s work scratch¬ 
ing for the millet thrown under the 
sheds the night before. Tills 1 call 
their sunrise appetizer, for the mash 
width follows later. 

I save all the time and (til the otcp-i 
requited to go out and open the various 
i houses by having a fish line running 
•from the door of each to my bedroom 
windows. Knch fit these lines, si runs 
on screw pulleys on the intervening 
trees, passes over a pully ruirieje my 
window and bus a sash weight at Unfit 
end. At the other end it i.» attached 
to a weighted drop door, the only kind 
1 now use, requiring no hinges, catches, 
etc. 

As soon as my alarm c ock wakes 
mo I merely pull down the sash weights 
nnd immediately from my window 1 
con see u i ush of hungry, lively birds 
from each house. Thus, while I’m rub- 
Mbg the sleep out of my eyes, then 
dressing and preparing their mush, 
they get a half-hour of the liveliest 
kind of exercise, and all In fore I set 
n foot out of doors. At night again I 
«b ve fin* houses from my window In 
the same way. 

Again, 1 use Inclined dropboards. 
hinged to the wall, the bottoms rest¬ 
ing on the! floor.

SOB Of ftlckDM*. 

What are the wage-earner's special 
Interests in Improved bousing? Id 
the first place, this class is vitally in¬ 
terested in the conservation o t health. 
Good health means earning power, 
and, as workingmen lead more or less 
of a hand-to-mouth existence, any loss 
of earning power is a serious matter, 
says a writer in The Century. Lord 
Beaconsfleld aptly voiced this truth in 
an address delivered at the opening of 
some new blocks of improved tene¬ 
ments in London. He said: “The 
health of the people is really the foun- 
ilation upon which all thafe happiness 
and their power dependf.* Few real¬ 
ize the loss of productive energy 
through sickness brought about by bad 
living environments. Sir James Paget, 
the distinguished English physician, 
estimates that tho whole population 
of England between 15 and 65 years 
old works «ln each year 20,000,000 of 
weeks less than they might if it wers 
not for sickness. He puts down the 
loss Inflicted on wage-earners at 
nearly $15,000,000 annually. He refers 
simply to a purely preventable loss. 
Home years ago the London health au¬ 
thorities Instituted inquiries In cer¬ 
tain low neighborhoods to estimate 
the value of labor lost In a year, not 
by sickness, but from sheer exhauo- 
tion Induced by unfavorable surround¬ 
ings. It wo* found that, upon the 
lowest average, every worker lost 
about twentr days In the year from 
this cause. One might go on multiply¬ 
ing such Instances, but It is not neces¬ 
sary to enforce the argument by cumu¬ 
lative citation. 

Wage-earners are vitally Interested 
in the passage and enforcement of 
wise sanitary laws. Bad sanitation, 
entails proportionately worse economic 
consequences to them than to the more 
highly favored. They are also more 
often the victim of sickness and epi¬ 
demics fostered by Insanitary neigh¬ 
borhoods. The workingman has a pos¬ 
itive interest In using whatever politi¬ 
cal power he possesses to secure legal 
remedies against uninhabitable houses 
through expropriation laws, such as 
those current In England, and the mea¬ 
sure recently put Into operation by the 
Board of Health of New York city 
under the tenement house law of 1895. 
Who, if not wage-earners, are Inter¬ 
ested In the obliteration of rookeries, 
where the death rate equals 73 In 
1000? Whatever promotes better living 
conditions, no matter whether It comes 
from legal enactment or private effort, 
will find support from wage-earners 
who appreciate their true Interests. 

Important as are the physical an<l 
economic aspects of this question, 
they are not even the chief considera¬ 
tions. Ethical Issues have greater ul¬ 
timate significance. Many of our morul 
and social ills are more nearly con¬ 
nected w*lth bad housing than appears 
upon the.surface. Take for example, 
drunkenness. How absurd to suppose 
that Immoderate liquor-drinking can 
be suppressed so long as people are left 
to live In houses where lack of ele¬ 
mentary sanitation saps vitality, while 
noisomeness and unattractlveness Im¬ 
pels a search for outside relief. It 13 
"ntirely unjust to suppose that only 

low Impulse to debauch or a reckless 
disregard of family duties leads wage- 
earners to contract the “saloon habit.' 
The utter dullness, the lack of Indi¬ 
viduality In tenement house existence, 
>ften lie back of the fatal temptation.

Hurling the Hulr.

It is not desirable to use outline 
fluids, hut as it sometimes Is very dif¬ 
ficult to keep the lmlr in curl, especi¬ 
ally In summer, when the forehead Is 
apt to get damp with perspiration. It 
may be useful to know of th<* following 
simple preparation : Mix ten or twelve 
grains of carbonate of potash with a 
pint or more of warm soap and water.

Boring for Oil. 

All is buvtle and excitement in and about 
Fredericksburgh, occasioned by the fact 
that a test well is to be pot down on thp 
farm of I. H Schel', with a view to the 
discovery of gas or oil. In order to begin 
aright it will be necessary t) give a short 
review of the case. It is now about a year 
since Mr. Schell, in digging a well beside 
his house, struck a strong salt and mineral 
vein at a depth of 12 feet or thereabouts. 
At this timo bubbles were noticed coming 
up through the water in the drill hole, 
which, on further examination, proved to 
be gas. It came in such volume that when 
burning it was so bot men could not work, 
and when not burning it was almost 
at fling and thus work ceased. It was 
burning continuously for a period of two 
weeks, when a rise of water prevented 
steady flow. One day, out of curiosity, 
not of potatoes were boiled perfectly in 
few minutes at the bottom of the well by 
the burning gas. Mr. Schell began com¬ 
municating with parties skilled in snch 
matters with a view to taking up and in 
vestigating it. He has secured the assist 
anco of those who now purpose thoroughly 
testing the matter. Experts examined 
the premises, and as a result B. C. Steele, 
representing American capitalists, pros 
pecting for oil near Verona, has be¬ 
come sufficiently interested to take 
the matter in hand and assume the direc 
tion of affairs in connection therewith 
Tho gas and petroleum right is now con 
trolled by the company throngh lease on i 
large quantity of land in the vicinity 
Already a portion of the material need at 
High Falls, near Verona, has been taken 
up and removed hero. Saturday afternoon 
a large seven ton boiler arrived on the 
ground. A large building to enclose the 
necessary machinery will at once bo erected 
near the silo of the well previously men¬ 
tioned. The building will be necessarily 
large, being divided off into a series of 
rooms adjoining each other as required fur 
a boiler room, engine room, belt room and 
drilling room. In all about ninety feet in 
length and varying in width as the 
different compartments require. Perhaps 
a better idea may be gained from the fact 
that it is estimated that 17,000 feet of 
material will be required in its construction. 
The derrick will bo seventy two feet high, 
drilling a well eight inches in diameter. 
The wurkruen are busily engaged on the 
work, which will bo pushed energetically. 
It i-r intended to put a double gang of 
drillers for night and day to expedite the 
work, which will be prosecuted with due 
diligence, and w» truvt will ultimately 
reward its projectors handsomely fur th 
enterprise thus shown —Whig.
